The 
butter should never be handled by the 
hands. A second , eight or ten 
hours after the first will improve the qual- 
ity of the butter. There is great difference 
of opinion upon almost every topic con- 
nected with butter making, but butter made 
in the way we have indicated will always 
be good. 


Hardy Ornamental Trees. 


The season for fall transplanting of shade 
and ornamental trees will soon be here 





; and we hope this pleasant duty will not be 


neglected. Some give preference to spring 
and others to fall transplanting, and we 
are willing that each should perform the 
work in the season he prefers, only let it be 
done and well done. The following list of 
hardy trees and shrubs will be found adapt- 
ed to our latitude and almost every one has 
a peculiar merit of its own. Of course this 
list may be largely increased. The Tulip, 
or White-wood Tree, is a hardy tree, though 
somewhat difficult to transplant, especially 
when taken from the forest. It is there- 
fore better to get choice, well-grown speci- 
mens from the nursery; those at least 
twice transplanted are best. ‘This tree 
needs great care until well established, 
when it rivals in symmetry and beauty of 
foliage and flower any deciduous tree, and 
will withstand our climate successfully. 

The Yellow Oak, is another tree difficult 
to transplant, but one of rare value and 
beauty. and when finely grown it is admira- 
ble for its fine, glossy foliage, its excel- 
lent proportions, and its handsome clusters 
of acorns. Withal, it makes a rapid growth, 
and is worthy the highest praise. 

The White Oak and Pin Oak, are also 
handsome trees, each having its distinc- 
tive character and beauty. 

The Maple Family, is deservedly popu- 
lar, and among its members perhaps none 
surpasses the Sugar Maple, a tree of com- 
pact growth, making a dense shade, and 
from the bursting of the vernal buds tothe 
beautiful hues of October it is a continous 
beauty. The Silver Maple, is a rapid grow- 
er, making a grateful shade. The Scarlet 
Maple, is beautiful in spring, with its sear- 
let bloom, and in autumn with its brilliant 
red. The Purple Maple, is alsoa distinct 
and handsome variety, well adapted for 
ornamental planting. The Norway Maple, 
with its strong growth and its dense foli- 
age, is also popular. 

The ash family contains several fine va- 
rieties. The white ash isa beautiful tree 
and also valuable for timber. It delights 
in hilly localities, and grows luxuriantly in 
the forests and pastures upon and around 
Paris Hill. For moist lands, the black and 
yellow varieties are well adapted. 

The American White Kim, for grandeur 
and majestic proportions, is surpassed 
probably, by no forest tree. New Haven, 
Connecticut, ‘The City of Elms,” furnish- 
es a notable example of the beauty of this 
tree. There are, however, fine specimens 
of mature elms all through New England, 
which add wonderfully to the landscape, 
but the trees always need ample room from 
the out set to develop their grand propor- 
tions, This elm and all the maples trans- 
plant safely and grow rapidly. 

The flowering dogwood (Cornus Florida) 
isa treeor shrub of great merit. It is 
beautiful in form and foliage, and especial- 
ly so in bloom in early spring, and in au- 
tumn with its brilliant hues, it is gorgeous. 

The Black, Yellow, and Canoe Birches 
are all fine in form and foliage, and for 
street or park planting should not be omit-

September 
has been very favorable for maturing and 
ripening crops of all kinds as the character 
of those exhibited at our county Fairs 
abundantly prove. There are also some ex- 
cellent gardeners in these two cities of 
Saco and Biddeford. Not to go into par- 
ticulars, the specimens of cabbages, beets, 
onions, carrots and turnips were as good 
as we care to see. The display of potatoes 
was also very fine. ‘The corn exhibit was 
small and not particularly good, and we 
heard the complaint made that the season 
in this vicinity had been unfavorable for 
it. 


The products of the dairy were limited 
to some half a dozen jars of very good but- 
ter. Of the useful and the ornamental 
there was a choice though small exhibit. 
They were very tasteully put up and show- 
ed off to excellent advantage. There were 
numerous} fquilts, some with the small 
pieces, afghans, tidies and other fine speci- 
mens of needle and crochet work. The 
stores of Saco and Biddeford made the 
usual contributions of goods of various 
kinds. The York Manufacturing Compa- 
ny made a large and a very fine display of 
their manufactured cotton goods. An at- 
tractive feature was an exhibition-of plants 
and flowers by Patrick McCarthy of Bid- 
deford. He had nine bouquets of roses, 
each made up of different kinds which were 
beautiful and fragrant and attracted much 
attention. Thomas Goodall, Esq., of San- 
ford, hada fine display showing some of 
the varieties of his famous lap-robes. 
Those who attended the last State Fair 
held at Portland will remember the fine 
display of these goods, shown at City Hall. 
We have not seen any of them at our State 
Fairs since and we cannot understand why 
so attractive a feature has been neglected.

The Rocky is 
considered intermediate in value between 
the American and the Red. Though less 
heavy than the oak or beech, the elm is 
classed with them as hard wood in distinc- 
tion from poplar and yellow pine. During 
the twenty-four years from 1856 to 1880, 
Canada exported 688,000 tons of elm tim- 
ber, worth $6,786,000, of which $29,000 
came to the States in the last twelve years. 
Owing to insect enemies the American elm 
is said to be less planted than formerly, but 
its endurance in being transplan and 
pruned as well as its hold in the hearts of 
the people will prevent its disease as an or- 
namental shade tree.

Mr. Moor has an extensive orchard, but his 
Arctic plum trees area sight worth looking 
at; they are loaded down with truit this 
year. 
: Mr. Moor has two or three seedlings 
which promise to be more valuable than 
the Arctic. I noticed several good orchards 
in Sherman and vicinity, and the fruit crop 
in Southern Aroostook is the best ever 
known. It has only been a few years since 
the people in Aroostook county thought 
they could grow apples or raise corn. I now 
find some very thrifty young orchards, and 
have seen as good corn grown in Aroostook 
as lever did on the Kennebec. Crops in 
Southern Aroostook are very good except 
potatoes, which will be about half a crop as 
compared to last year. I notice new im- 
rovements are being made in Patten. Mr. 
ackett is enlarging his hotel by putting in 
a front 54x40 feet, four stories high, with 
34 rooms.

Steel Ploughs, and Plowing. 


The season of plowing is from the time 
the frost leaves the ground until its return. 
No tool is more imperatively demanded on 
a farm than a plow. Indeed, it has become 
the symbol of agriculture. The badge of 
farming. It is in active use early in spring 
and until the spring’s work isallin. It 
may then lie idle a few weeks, but it is soon 
called in use again to prepare a summer 
fallow, or mend a road, open a ditch, 
pioneer a rough corner, or turn under a 
green crop. After hoeing and haying it is 
wanted to do the *‘breaking up,” and then 
to turn down a crop of weeds—this year— 
on many a piece of stubble land. The plow 
is a constant companion. We like to see it 
around and to know it is always in good 
working order. 

The story of the plow is very interest- 
ing. but I have not time nor space to trace 
it from the dim day of farthest antiquity 
down through its various states, steps, 
stages and material to the present, from 
the rude tree branch to the magnificent 
model steel plow of latest make. The 
spade first up-turned the earth, probably 
rude and wooden, and to-day the best plow 
is the one that does its work the nearest to 
the work of a good spade. The wooden 
spade—or ‘-spud”’— given place to the 
light, easy working steel implement by 
that name, and the plow has kept pace by 
its side. ‘Thus it should be and thus it is. 

I have just been trying a new steel plow. 
Having used the cast iron plow in various 
models and makes, I desired to test steel, 
procuring one combining the latest and 
most careful improvements of Hon. Fred 
Atwood, Winterport. The plow is a new 
model, *Atwood’s Clipper,” No. F, of tool 
steel, light, strong and put together to 
stay. It did its work in asuperior manner, 
was easy of draft, completely under con- 
trol, holds nicely, and is very quickly ad- 
justable. It has a perfect scouring surface, 

eeps polished in all soils, and is quick to 
catch the ground in passing a fast rock, 
} setting in to a furrow or when thrown out 
of cut. Itis easily thrown out at end of 
furrows by a wrenching of the handles, 
coming out at once free and clear, dragging 
no ¢ mass of earth, sods or soil with 
it. Take a clumsy cast iron shovel and 
work with it awhile. Then take a bright 
shank steel shovel and note the contrast ; 
it is the same with plows. The — 
plies to both. Here it is in a nut-shell. My 
experience leads me to say, buy a steel 
plow if you are going to buy. No one 
would think of buying an iron cultivator 
tooth, spade, fork, pick, or hardly an iron 
cultivator tooth?

Poultry Interest. 


Mr. Eprror: You ask in a late issue of 
the Farmer, “why was there no exhibit 
of poultry at the State Fair?’ The same 
enquiry has been heard in other quarters.

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It will be remembered that at the Amer- 
ican Institute in New York, the grand 
Sweepstakes premiums for butter on ex- 
hibition made in the United States or Cana- 
da, was carried off by Miss Fannie G. Mor- 
ley, who subsequently wrote an article on 
the subject of butter-making, which showed 
that she can not only make excellent but- 
ter, but can tell how she does it. The fol- 
lowing extracts are from this article: 


Oy ing change in the process of butter 
making is rapidly taking place, new ideas 
and theories are wiping out the old time no- 
tions, the aged little milk-pan and clumsy 
dash churn are going to wreck, and the 
milk itself is being submerged. 

The result is. we make fully three quar- 
ters of a pound of butter more than is ob- 
tained from the pans, to each 100 ponnds 
of milk. It was quite startling to realize 
the fact that we were feeding out in sour 
milk between thirty and forty pounds of 
gilt edge butter per week, yet that is virtu- 
ally what we were doing. Instead of these 
large pans holding 700 pounds of milk, we 
are using cans for raising the cream. We 
strain the warm new milk immediately in- 
to them, and submerge in cold water about 
48 degrees Far., letting them remain eleven 
hours, at which time the cream is all sepa- 
rated from the milk. 

The Lange eo explanation of the sci- 
entific principles involved in this submerg- 
ing process for raising cream is very sim- 
ple. Water being a better conductor of 
heat than air, the warm milk submerged in 
very cold water, cools more rapidly than if 
placed in air equally cold. Rapid cooling 
makes the milk heavier, and in descending, 
it forces up the lighter cream, and I sup- 

se that by the time the milk is thorough- 
y cooled, the cream is all at the top. The 
weather can exert no influence upon milk 
set in this way. The result is always uni- 
form if the same conditions be observed, 
and all practical butter makers appreciate 
the value of a uniform quality of cream and 
butter. 

For curing cream we are now using a 
heater, which proves to be the right thing 
in the right place. It consists of a galvan- 
ized iron tank, large enough to contain two 
thirty-gallon cream cans, supported by a 
wooden framework above and connected 
with a small boiler,constructed on the same 
principle and very similar to that common- 
* used under a cheese vat. ‘That is, the 

replace in the boiler, surrounded except 
at the ends, by a water chamber, which is 
connected by means of two pipes with the 
tank above. Of course you see that when 
the water around the fire begins to heat, it 
will ascend in the other pipe to fill its place, 
so that the water in the tank can be warmed 
sufficiently in a short time, and with the use 
of but little fuel. The tank also has an 
aperture, near the top, so that if desirable, 
we could have cold water running through 
it. Hence, the cream can be kept at the 
desired temperature, both summer and win- 
ter, by the aid of this arrangement. It is 
important that the cream should be stirred 
frequently and allowed to stand eight or 
ten hours before being churned; as if new 
cream be added duri that time, it will 
not have become properly cured and hence 
may be lost in the buttermilk. 

Sixty-two degrees seems to be the right 
temperature for churning cream in the win- 
ter, since if colder, I find it requires a longer 
time in churning, and if at a higher temper- 
ature a less amount of butter is obtained. 

We are using a square box churn, which 
we like very much, as it does its work in 
the best possible manner, is well made and 
easily managed. It has a capacity of 125 
pounds of butter, is ran by a horse power 
and usually requires about forty minutes to 
bring the butter. As soon as the butter 
will permit, and while it is yet in fine grains, 
the buttermilk is drawn from the churn and 
cold brine poured over the butter to wash 
it. There seems to be great difference of 
opinion entertained by butter makers con- 
cerning this washing operation, many claim- 
ing that it should be washed and vice versa. 

Washing removes all this foreign matter 
and leaves only the taste of the butter pure 
and simple. ‘hose who prefer the butter 
to that of the foreign ingredients mixed 
with it like the washed butter best. The 
flavor of butter consists of fatty matters, 
which do not combine with water at all, 
and therefore cannot be washed away by 
it. The effects of washing upon the keep- 
ing qualities of butter depends upon the 
purity of the water used. If the water con- 
tains no foreign matter that will effect the 
butter, it keeps the better for having the 
buttermilk washed out instead of worked 
out. Evidently the grain of the butter will 
be more perfectly preserved if the butter- 
milk be removed by careful working. The 
grain is such an important factor in the 
make up of fine butter that it is necessary 
we should be very particular not to injure 
it in any way if we should excel in the art 
of butter making. But to return to our 
butter. 

After being washed it is salted at the rate 
of one ounce of salt to one pound of butter, 
while yet in the churn, and the salt evenly 
distributed throughout the dutter by re- 
volving the churn forty-eight times around. 
It is then taken out of the churn, allowed 
to stand a few hours, carefally worked 
over, and packed.

Health of Swine. 


The Department of Agriculture has is- 
sued a pamphlet on “American Pork,” 
giving the results of its investigation con- 
cerning trichinz and the diseases of swine. 
We make the following extracts from it: 

The hogs of Illinois and Ohio, and doubt- 
less of other Western States, are of various 
improved breeds, mainly high-grade Berk- 
shires and Poland-Chinas, and are unsur- 

ssed for purity by the hogs of the best 

ritish fancy breeders. The pigs are gen- 
erally farrowed in April and May, and as 
soo as they are able to do so, are allowed 
to follow corn-fed cattle, with the range of 
grass pasture and pure-running Water dur- 
ing the summer and fall. When not follow- 
ing corn-fed cattle, the pigs are fed with 
corn until the spring grass and their age 
make it possible for the animals to subsist 
and thrive on grass alone. 

Formerly hog-killing was all done in the 
winter, and the farmers consequently had 
a special season for preparing hogs for 
market, but a oo, ee illing, 
especially in Chicago, attai propor- 
tions nearty as large as the winter-killing, 
the farmer can a market for his hogs 
at any time of year, and has only to con- 
sult convenience as to the time of 
fattening, being sure of finding a market 
whenever he has a carload ready for trans- 





portation.

Reading is 
almost the only amusement that [ can bear 
the fatigue of, but the expense is the great 
drawback. When making straw frames, 
fine wire, such as is used for worsted work 
is much better than thread for sewing the 
straw. Lay the straws side by side on the 
table, and sew back and fort through it, 
being careful about breaking it. The wire 
keeps them all in place and gives stiffness 
to the frame. 

I will tell you how I have made quite a 
pretty ornament at but little expense. I 
took a white pasteboard box, 9 by 15 inches 
and 3 feet deep, stood it on end, and fasten- 
ed into it a large wooden cross, very neatly 
covered with white paper. Around the base 
[ made a moufid of very light-colored moss, 
that grows in boggy places. This never 
fades like green moss. Around the cross I 
twined a wreath made of embossed leaves 
and flowers, mostly roses, putting the larg- 
est at the bottom and growing quite small 
towards the top. In choosing the flowers 
and leaves, it is best to get those that will 
cut apart, and so leave each one separate. 
l'hen use finest worsted wire; let the wire 
run to the top of the leaf, just catch it 
through somewhere ; this will hold it in any 
way you bend it; wind the other end firm- 
ly around the lower part of leaf for stem, 
leaving the wire about two inches. Cover 
one wirea yard long with light green wor- 
sted for the main stem, then arrange the 
flowers and leaves so each one will overlap 
the other and so hide the wires; all the 
stem wires nust be wound around the main 
one; fasten the wire to the lower part of 
the cross with a tack, then twine the wreath 
or wire gracefully around as they are in 
chromos. Mine is finished with a glass and 
frame, which is also home-made. Won't 
some one give instructions about making 
some pretty, easy fancy articles, also how 
to can tomatoes so they will be as much 
like fresh ones as possible?
